WASHINGTON, Mflrch 17 (UP)— President Truman today asked 
congress for "temporary reenactment" of selective service legisla- 
tion to help this country prevent war and to aid in curbing the 

"growing menace" of Russian expansion in 
Europe. 

In an historic appearance before a joint 
session of the house and senate, Mr. Truman 
called for this three-point program to bolster 

the nation's effort-! for world pence: 

1. "I recommend that the conKress spwdily complete its 
action on tho Europe recovery program." 

2. "1 recommend prompt enactment of universal training 
IcBialation." 

3. "I recommend the temporary reenactment of sclecUvo 
service lejii-flntion In order to maintjiin our armed forces nt 
their authorized atrenRth." 

Mr. Truman said these three recommendations represented 
"tlic mo-it urpent steps toward securing the peace and pre- 
venting war." 

"We must be prepared to jiay the price of peace, or as- 
suredly TiVc shall pay the price of war," ho said. 

The President said the spread of communism thrcati^ns 
"the very existence of democracy." He in.si3tcd that this 
country, must remain fitrontr

STALLING ERP 

Months ago Secretary of SlQt«- Marshall 
urged an April ,1 deadline for putting the Eu- 
ropean recovery proRram Into action. His fiUg- 
gestlon Rot ft cold reception from some of 
our mt&t Influential congressmen. They linvc 
con.'ilstcntly re.sl.-ited the Idea that speed is a 
vital factor In the ERP. And in their con.sldcr- 
atlon of the Mnrshall plan they have put thnt 
rcsljitnncc Into action. 

So now there is no chance that ERP will 
be functioning by April 1. and there Is only a 
fillm chance that legislation to create it will 
■«Tm be passed by then. The no-nced-to- 
hurry Broup has .clearly won Its point. 

It would be Interesting to know If the no- 
hurry legislators are aware that there la an 
election coming up In Italy on April 18— an 
election of which Premier de Oaaperl has 
said. "We must win this time or we will never 
vote In Italy again." 

I{ those legislators are aware of this elec- 
■ tion, it also would be Interesting to know 

- whether they sec any connection between It 
and Secretary Marshall's deadline. 

Italy's antl-communlsts would at least have 
8 talking point If, before April 18. the ERP 
were set up and on Its way, rather than mere- 
ly a promise and a subject for bitter debate. 
This would not put on extra dollar or an extra 
, mouthful of American food into Italy before 
the election. But It would surely strengthen 
the hand of Italian democrats, who will have 
a hard struggle at best to win. 

If Italy goes communist, free Europe will 
then consist only of Gi'ccce. France, Switzer- 
land, Belgium. The Netherlands, and the 
Scandinavian countries. French communists 
are biding their time. If Italy falls, who can 
say that the next French general atrlke will 
not succeed? And If France falls, who will 

- save the others? 

It must be clear, even to the no-hurry con- 
gressmen, that the Soviet empire has stepped 
up the tempo of Its drive for all Europe and 
. that the climax \s approaching. 

Congress saw Czechoslovakia lost In one 
; day. Not long afterward a.scnator took up all 
: but B half hour of one day's dcbate on the 
: Marshall plan with a generalized attack on 
all Europe which amounted to a short filibus- 
ter. Ihls was part of what has been called one 
cf the most fateful debates In our history. 
But during part of the senator's almost Intcr- 
.' mlnable contribution to It, there was a grand 

■ total of eight aenators listening to him! 
^ "nie congressional objectors don't want to 

■ be rushed into this thing. They think that aid 
. to free couhtrles Vrould help Russia more than 

■ letting Russia swallow all of Europe by with- 
holding aid. They Just don't like foreigners. 
They think that a nation that spent $330,000,- 

I 000.000 to defeat nazl Germany, might be 
: ruined by spending $5,000,000,000 In an effort 
to beat communism. 

The no-hurry congressmen can't seem to 
realize that It isn't Secretary Marshall or Sen- 
ator Vondenberg or President Truman who Is 

■ rushing them Into this thing. The man who 
Is hurrying them is Josef Stalin.

IDAHO NOT WORTH "PINCH OF SNUFF" 
Senator McDuffle of SouUi Carolina, during debate 
on Oregon terrllory, told-hia colleaguts he "wouldn't 
give a pinch ot enuff" for all of It. Another senator, 
Thomas H. Benton, declared the Rocky mounlalna 
had been "placed by Providence" to mark the western 
limits ot the United Statea and thus set a boundary 
to man's amblUob. 

Theie and other Incidences were recalled this week 
by Ihe Idaho State Chamber of Commerce In calling 
atlenUon lo Idaho'a centennial. It was 100 years ago 
Uiat congress allowed the pioneers to set up Oregon 
Urrtlory, which Included the present stales of Oregon 
Washington and Idaho, and parta of Montana and 
Wyoming. Thus, a century ago. law and order and 
organlied go^'crnment replaced the lawless mass of 
trappers, traders, miners and setUers who had setUed 
In a new land. 

Whut la now Idaho loomed^lirge In the earl?aays 
of Oregon territory-. The Oregon traU— a torturous 
dusty, dangerous route— traversed the southern part 
of Idaho. Fort Holl. Ma-iaacre rocks. lonely graves 
and markers, and deep wagon ruts that sUlI remain 
are today's reminders of Aqierlca'a great westward 
migration 100^*ean ago. , ■

The mtasuro would 
traiuter Lo local boards— nominated 
Jte b; the Eovemors ot the various 
V states— full and [Insl authority to 
raise rents or to lift controls com- 
pletely. 

This bill would eontlnuc rent con- 
lioii to April 1, ;Dt9-lf [he local 
boards want them. 

The senate flatly rejected Uie 
home rule amendment. 43 to 33, 

»when It passed Its own control lesls- 
InUon last month. The senate bill 
would continue the federal houslns 
eipcdllcr'a present reyiev and veto 
power over local baud actions. 

The senate bill also «-ouId extend 
controls to May 1, lOtD— one month 
longer than the house measure. 

Senator Cain. R, Wash, chairman 
ot the senate bankltig subcommittee 
on rents, said Immcdlatcty after the 
house acted; "I hope we uill be able 
to talk the house out of tranaler- 
rlnff full powers fj Ihe locol board-s. 

Cain sold tlio constitutionality of 
luch a transfer of federal pou-cr Is 
doubtful and added: "It would tnke 
away every concclvnble reason for 
a national rent law." 

Senator Myers, D., Pa., snld the 
house action raises "n grave con- 
stitutional quc.itlon" and might 
"dMtroy" rent controls.
